Lab o r Un io n s Say City 
Ord in an ces 
Fo ster Hig h Prices o f Meat 


A dispatch from Fort 
Dodge, la., 
says that the question of repealing 
two ordinances brings into view a de­ 
cidedly new phase of the meat .sit u­ 
ation in that city. 
It appears to be 
the popular opinion that the meat 
dealers 
have 
been 
charging high 
prices for meats. 
An attempt upon 
the part of a local resident i to dispose 
of a herd of beef cattle and his failure 
to sell them to any of the local butch­ 
ers led to his killing the animals and 
placing them on the market at a re­ 
duced price for quarters. 
The butch 
ers imported a cheaper grade oi meat 
from the packing houses and met this 
new competition. 
That the laboring people represent­ 
ed by the various unions regard the 
price of meat too high, is evidenced 
by their action in presenting a peti­ 
tion to t he city council asking that 
two ordinances which prohibit 
the 
sale of meat from house to house by 
other than regularly established mer­ 
chants be repealed. 
The repeal of 
thfcse ordinances is sought as a rein 
edy by the members of the Gypsum 
Miners and Mill Workers’ union and 
the Trades 
and 
Labor 
assembly 
through their officers. 
it is claimed that they were passed 
some years ago at the instigation of 
the meat dealers, who sought pro 
lection from farmers and others who 
made a practice of selling meat from 
house to house during Die winter 
months, much to the annoyance and 
loss of the regular merchant, whose 
expenses were more and his sales less 
during this particular season. 
The 
unions presenting the petitions claim 
that the repealing of the ordinances 
will make the market wide open and 
practically prohibit the packets from 
controlling the supply, as they now 
do, and w j 11 lie the means of causing 
the price to come down to its normal 
level. On the other hand, the dealers i 
declare that if they are given no pro-i 
lection it will bring about a condition 
which vs.11 ruin them. 
The outcome! 
will be watched with interest by the' 
consumers, who welcome any measure ( 
that reduces prices.
